— Friday was the K*th 
innlversary oi the fall nf th* Uaatlla. 
The aonlTSTsary of thtaevvotin KVenoh 
history Is usually aelabmted with much 
rejoicing, tite people ge«iersJly oWj-t- 
inn the day as one of merriment Fri- 
day, h/ywOTar, the fstes io Paris were 
marked with tavmeneas and the usual 
celehrutloos were oonsptcnous throuirb 
Ikeit abseoce.
